The firſt Chriſtian King of the Saxons founded and endow- 
ed Canterbury Church, and in his Charter amongſt the Earls, 
occurrs Ego Augemandus Referendarins ſubſcripſe, where Refe- | 
rendarius may well ſtand for Cancellarius, the Office of both 
( as the words applyed to the Court are uſed in the Code, 
Novells, and Story of the declining Empire ) ſignifying an | 
Officer that received Petitions and Supplications to the King, | 
and made out his Writs and Mandates, as a C#ftos Legs : And 
though there were divers Referendarii , as 14. then 8. then | 
more again, and fo divers Chancellors in the Empire 3 Yet |: 
one eſpecially here, exerciſing an Office of the nature of theſe | 
many, might well be' ſtiled by either of the names. Thele | 
are teſtimonies of that time without exception, thoagh Poſy«|

Dunſtan, and the third 
of Alfer Ducis Merciorum. That teſtimony 1s in a Letter 
from Godfrie Archdeacon of Worceſter to Pope Alexander III. 
writing of that Charter, and the Authority of it : Nowerit, 
| faith he, SanGitas weſtra, werum eſſe, quod conſcripti hujus 
ſcriptum originale in wirtute S ante Trinitatis figilla tria, trium 
| perſonarum autenticarum , ad weritatem, triplici confirmatione 
| commendat ; Eft autem Sigillum primum illuftris Regis Edgari; 
ſecundum Sandi Dunſtani Cantuarienfis Archiepiſcopi; tertiun 
Alferi Ducis Merciorum 3 ſicut ex diligenti literarum impreſſa- 
rum inſpeftione evidenter accepi. And it's reported. by thoſe 
which have ſearched the Records of 8*. Denys Church in 
France, there remain two Charters, the one of one Offa, 
the other of one Edgar, with Seals annext ; the one of which 
I have ſeen caſt off in Lead , and is about the breadth of a 
Shilling thick, and having a face on the one fide. Likewiſe 
amongſt the Charte Antique, divers being reckoned cam Si- 
gilo, others fine Sigillo ; one is enum Sigillo of King Cneyt, nei- 
ther is there any colour of doubt but that the Confeſſo#Had his 
Seal, for the Print yet remains in part to be ſeen. not- 
withſtanding theſe ſingular examples of Kings Sealing in the 
'Saxons times, it's moſt certain 1t was not a thing common 
then ; neicher could any in the Chancellorſhip be'denomina- 
ted from Keeping the Seal, nor in any other Office. © Cu- 
riofity in ſome particular occafion ſwayed more in it, thanan 
Cuſtom ; Although we.admit thoſe before wi r 
'true, which may well be doubted, in regard of the frequent 
frand and ignorance in committing it , which in the elder 
times poſleſs'd the Church-men. But for the Confeſſor's Seal, 
that was without ſcruple certain, and thence may we conti- 
dently derive the Great Seal of England.
